Sulzer intends to invade their dis- 
trict, .and to square accounts with 
them, for their active part taken in 
his impeachment. 
And of course in 
that, he will oppose the democratic 
organization candidates generally. 


Even Sulzer's worst, political foes- 
practically conceded hi in victory in 


i his 
own 
assembly 
district. 
They 
were inclined to regard the withdraw- 
al of the republican candidate, as 
trick intending to damage the demo- 
cratic party. There was "no doubt ex- 
pressed that the republicans will work 
hard for Stilzer, in. the hope that h 
will repay them amply, by his attack 
on Tammany Hall in. case he reaches 
the assembly. 


The 
question 
which ' caused 
the 
greatest uproar is, how many votef 
Sulzer would be able to claim for his 
speakership candidacy in case of his 
election? 
The cry of opinion was 
that the assembly probably will be 
divided among the three parties, and 
when this siege is through, and Sul- 
zer is able to muster the undivided re- 
port of one section and a few insur- 
gents from the others, 
he 
would 
prove a big factor in the race.

Quired to elect a speaker, and" only a 
landslide for one party can prevent a 
long deadlock if Sulzer wins. 


Sulzer himself does not admit that 
he has represented the 
democratic 
party, after accepting the progressive 
nomination, and the republican en- 
dorsement.

Defective furnaces, boilers, stoves

IMPORTANT MEETING 


IN KANSAS CITY- MO, 


Congregationalists to Gather at Tri- 


ennial Meeting.<°n Wecl- 
' 
ne sclav. 
Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 21.—All ar- 
rangements have been completed for 
the reception and entertainment of 
the delegates to the triennial session 
of. the National Council of Congrega- 
tional Churches, which commences 
here omorrow. The delegaes include 
many oi^ the divines, educaters and 
business men oi: the country. There 
are also delegates from Canada, Aus- 
tralia and Great "Britain, 
together 


%vith missionaries of the denomina- 
tion from all parts of tbe pagan world. 
Talks with the delegates already on 
the field give abundant evidence o£ a 
general expectation that the conven- 
tion is destined to be the most im- 
portant in the history of the church. 
A new constitution, containing a 
new statement ot: doctrine, will be 
one of the lirst and principal -matters 
to be consid -red by the 
National 
Council. 
If !he constitution;;, to be 
voted on is adopted by the "council; 
which thus 
LM- has been purely an 
administrative body, will h'ave its 
powers vastly increased. The consti- 
tution to be presented to the conven- 
tion has been in process of construc- 
tion for several years. The final draft 
composed by a commission of nine- 
teen members of the council, contains 
the following statement of doctrine, 
which is understood to be an ade- 
quate expression of the Congregation- 
al faith: 
"We believe in God, the Father, in- 
finite wisdom, goodness and love: and 
in Jesus Christ, His Son, Our Lord 
and Savior, who for us and our sal- 
vation lived and died, and liveth ever- 
more; and in the Holy Spirit, who 
taketh oi' the things oC Christ and re- 
vealeth them to us, renewing, com- 
forting and inspiring the souls of-men. 
We are united in striving to know 
the will of God as 
taught 
in the 
Holy Scriptures, 
and in our purpose 
to walk in tbe ways made known or 
to be made 
known to us. \Ye hold 
it to be the mission of the Church 
of Christ to proclaim the Gospel to 
all mankind, exalting the worship of 
the one true God and laboring for the 
progress of knowledge, the promotion 
of justice, the triumph of peace, and 
the realization of human brotherhod. 
"Depending, as did our fathers, up- 
on the continued guidance of the 
Holy Spirit to lead us into all truth, 
we work and pray for the transforma- 
tion of the world into-the Kingdom 
of God, and we look with faith for the 
triumph of righteousness and for life 
and glory everlasting, Amen." 
It is proposed to create a secretary, 
of the council with large advisory 
powers.

Among the principal candi- 
dates for the moderatorship are Presi- 
dent Henry Churchill King, of Ober- 
lin Colleger former Mayor D. Peccy 
Jones of Minneapolis, Minn.; the Rev. 
Dr. Charles S. Mills of Mpntclair, N. 
J.; Governor Baldwin of Connecticut 
and the Rev. Dr. Samuel H. Woodrow, 
now president of the Congregational 
Home Missionary Society. 
The principal candidates mentioned 
for tlie secretaryship are the Rev. Dr.

grass and rubbish and mound up with 
fresh earth the size ot a water pail. 


1 have always found it. a sure pro- 
tection against mice. 
I once 
had 


them come across the road from a 
neighbor's meadow and destroyed a 
nice lot. of roses that were covered 
with hay. All II. P. roses should be 
mounded with earth 
for we prune 


them back to within a foot of the 
ground in the spring. 
All climbers 


should be covered with earth anil in- 
verted sods. 
Many can be mounded 


and wrapped with burlap and left 
standing, also half hardy shrubs. 


For rabbits, pay the boy twenty-five 


cents for 
every rabbit killed.
